The -Israe] authorities late last 
year cancelled the summer visits 
Scheme which has been in force 
annually since 1968 after permit- 
ting exchange of visits between 
Arab citizens and local relatives 
and acquaintances, These are nor- 
mally transferred to visitors in 
their home countries by municipal 
emissaries. 

However, with Arab Government 
employees taking their vacations 
together with the school summer 
holidays, thousands are now ex- 
pected to flock into the adminis- 
tered areas during the next three 
months.

Accord “a little likelier’

TEL AVIV (UPI).—U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger said here 
yesterday evening that there was 
“some progress... but πὸ agree- 
ment” in a meeting in which he 
gave Syrian President Hafez Assad 
new Israel proposals for a military 
disengagement on the Golan Heights. 

In turn, Kissinger said, he had re- 
ceived new Syrian “considerations” 
on a disengagement agreement to 
bring back to Israel. 

4A high official aboard Kissinger’s 
plane seid that a disengagement 
agreement appeared “a little more 
likely” now than on Monday, but 
Kissinger was still not certain whe- 
ther he could bring it off. 

In an airport statement at Damas- 
cus where he flew to take the new 
Israel proposals to Assad, Kissinger 
said after the four-hour meeting: 
“Some progress was made, but no 
agreement was reached, and there- 
fore the talks are continuing.” 

While Kissinger was at the airport, 
Assad twice telephoned last-minute 
thoughts to him before he took off 
for Israel. 

The high official with Kissinger 
said that the Secretary of State was 
beginning to detect movement and 
that the two sides were beginuing to 
get a glimmer of what the other 
side was talking about in the com- 
Plex negotiations ‘to separate their 
forces. 

He cautioned, however, that they 
Were far from agreement, and Kis- 
singer still could not judge whether 
he could complete an agreement on 
this trip. American officials said he 
planned to continue his shuttle be- 
tween the two countries until early 
next week 11 necessary.

This idea — if approved by the 
rest of the NEP — might offer a 
basis for further segotiations, 
though the Alignment has not yet 
reacted to it. 

It would place the onus on Ra- 
phael as chairman of the conver- 
sion committee to produce results, 
but it would also offer more 
time, postponing the confrontation 
fot a year.

Knesset won't have 
summer recess

Reform Jews warn on

Whether Mr. Sapir will 
serve in a Rabin cabinet is not clear 
so far, and whether he wili be able to be 
both Cabinet Minister and Jewish Agency 
Chairman, as currently mooted, is also not 
yet clear. 

Whatever happens, Mr. Sapir remains 
“the kingmaker,” and Mr. Rabin is certain- 
ly mot counting him out as a powerful party 
leader who will surely have much to ‘say 
on what kind of a cabinet Rabin will form. 

Ben-Meir, in his recant interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, has already warned of the 
emergence of a similar situation as obtained 
during Moshe Sharett’s premiership when 
the real power centre was in Sde Boker, 
whence — after an interregnum — Ben 
Gurion made a remarkable come-back. 

Of course, there are those who believe 
that Rabin could solve all his problems by 
forming a national coalition with the Likud.
